Vienna, July 26. We talk here of a Confpiracy 
that is difcover’d in Hungary, in which feveral Priefts 
are engag'd, with the Son of that Count Nadafti 
who was beheaded, and that the Chief Confpirators 
are fecur'd. This being the Birth-day of the King 
of the Romans, on which he enters into the 25th 
Year of his Age, it will be celebrated at Court with 
great Magnificence. Adam Count of Diedrichftein, 
Counfellor of State, Gentleman of the Bed-Cham- 
ber to His Imperial Majefty, and Prefident of 
the Council of the Lower Auftria, died here laft 
Week, his Body is carry’d to Gratz to be interr’d 
with his Anceftors. The Miniftry is taken up with 
Projects for railing Money. The Emperor has fhewn 
great favours to the Marquifs del Vafto, and has 
promis'd to make good whatever Damages he fuftains 
on his Account. °Tis forbidden here, on pain of 
Corporal Punifhment,to fell any Commodities of the 
Product, or Manufacture of France ; and the Mer- 
chants are order’d to give in Inventories of what 
lye in their Hands. Tis {aid the like Prohibition 
will be made in all the Hereditary Countries. 


Nancy, Aug. 2. Yefterday their Royal Highneffes 
return’d hither from Luneville. Count Guifcard is 
arriv’d from the Court of France ; the Bufinefs of 
his Journey is kept private,but’tis imagin’d that he is 
fent to engage our Duke, to ufe his beft endeavours 
to hinder the Emperor’s Forces from entring into Lor- 
rain to invade the Bifhopricks of Mets, Toul, and 
Verdun. At the Requeft of the Duke of Lorrain, 
and of Prince Lewis of Baden, the Emperor has or- 
der’d the Marquifs de Varennes to be fet at liberty.

Ra:usbon, Aug. 3. The Conferences about the Em- 
pire’s declaring War againft France, which was pro- 
posd to the Dyet by the Emperor's Commiifio- 
ner, go on but flowly, becaufe the Deputies wait 
for their Inftructions from their Principals, and each 
of them being fcrupulous of making the firft advan- 
cesin this Affair. The Electoral Envoys have thought 
fit to acquaint the Englifh and Dutch Refidents, that 
when thofe Refidents vifit any of them, they will 
receive them.in the fame manner as the Electoral 


Refidents at the Treaty of Ry{wick were receiy’d 
by the Ambaffadors of Crown’d Heads ; that is, that 
thofe Refidents fhall make the firft Vifit, and give 
the Title of Excellency to the Electoral Envoys, and 
that then the Envoys thall give them the upper Hand 
while they are in their Quarters. The Englith and 
Dutch Refidents, not complying with this Propoial, 
have written to their retpective Courts about it. 


London, Aug. 12. A Mail came in late laft Night 
from Holland, which brings the following News. 

Letters from Lisbon of the 18th of Fuly fay, That 
the Prince of Darmjiadt was arriv’d there in a Frigate 
that our-iail’d the reft uf Admiral Fairberne’s Squa- 
dron, who reported, that the Squadron was got as 
far as the Greyne when he parted from it,and that it 
would follow him to Lisbon. He was well receiv’d 
by the King of Portuga/, and has had a private Au- 
dience of him. 

They write from the Camp before Landau, on 
the 7th Inftant, N.S. That, the Night before, they 
play’d 2 Countermines, fo fuccefsfuily, that on the 
fide of the main Atrack they poffefs’d themfelves of 
a Redoubt, and at General Thungen’s Attack lodg’d 
themfelves on the Counterfcarp of the Cittadel ; in 
which occafion about 200 Men were kill’d or woun- 
ded, through the imprudence of a Captain, who 
led up his Men to a place where their own Mines 
did execution on them as well as on the Beficg’d. 

From Par on the 12th,that a Courier who arriv’d 
from Italy on the 7th brought Advice, that Prince 
Eugene upon the News of General Vifconti’s defeat 
on the 29th of laft Month, abandon’d his Pofts on 
the fide of Mantua, and of the Foffa Maeftra, and 
was marching towards Borgoforte and Governolo, to 
witndraw out of the Seraglio. 

_ From Venice of the 4th Inftant, that the Frenc 
are Mafters of Regio, and that their Army is within 
8 Miles of Borgoforte. 

On the 14th Lieutenant-General Fagel was de- 
tach’d with 4 Englifh and 6 Dutch Battalions, and 
17 Squadrons from the Army under the Earl of 
Marlborough, to form the Siege of Venlo. My Lord 
Cuts commands the Englifh Foot, and the Earl of 
Huntington, My Lord Lorne, and Sir R. Temple 
are gone Volunteers to the Siege, in which 40 Bat- 
talions, and 50 Squadrons will be employ’d. The 
Prince of Naffau Saarbruk will command in Chief, 
and under him General Coehorn will have the di-. 
rection of the Works. a
